These mountains in this Golden State of ours con­ 
tinue to present opportunity for the man with the 
hammer, with the pick, with the grubstake packed 
on his faithful old burro. 
And this prospector and 
this burro continue to tread tile mountains of Cali­ 
fornia, of Nevada, of Utah, of all the Great Rocky 
range and every day some new discovery is made. 
Here in California right at the doorway of a city in 
the Southern portion of the State quartz veins have 
been uncovered that glistened and gleamed with 
yellow metal, that assayed $9,600 per ton. This would 
indicate that the days of the prospector had not gone. 
Tile fact is that the country is on the eve of a 
great mining move, not boom understand, for boom 
mine days have passed, but a move tow ard the hills 
w here nature placed tile yellow and other precious 
metals and where it is in vein and fissure and winz 
and crosscut already developed, where it outcrops 
on the surface, where the grass roots show' gold. 
Over these hills and m ountains this patient prospec­ 
tor wanders breaking off from this ledge, following 
it along the surface and finally opening up a property 
that astonishes the world.

Independent Producers Agency 
In a book just issued by Ralph Arnold and V. R. 
Garfias, well known geologists of Los Angeles and 
who are also well known in the scientific world, 
gives some interesting information regarding the In­ 
dependent Oil Producing Agency and what it has 
accomplished. 
The book is entitled “Geology and 
Technology of the California Oil Fields.” Speaking of 
the Independent Producers Agency, the authors, after 
outlining the marketing conditions which have forced 
the small producers to sell to the big companies 
at whatever price the latter have seen fit to offer, 
say: 
"In an effort to improve these conditions, the In­ 
dependent Oil Producers’ Agency was organized, and 
later, with the help of the Union Oil Company, the 
Producers' Transportation Company built pipe lines 
from the valley to the coast. 
The Producers’ Agen­ 
cy became a sort of clearing-house for a large por­ 
tion of the oil produced by independent companies 
charging for handling the output 
cent per barrel. 
"The Agency lias no interest in the transporta­ 
tion company, the only tie being u contract which 
binds them for a term of ten y’ears, beginning with 
1910. 
The 
Producers’ 
Transportation 
Company 
charges the Agency’s members from 17 to 22 cents 
per burrel for piping tile oil from the fields to Port 
H artford, on the coast. 
The Union Oil Company 
acts as the selling agent for the Agency, aud is 
empowered to make contracts, subject to the Agen­ 
cy’s approval, for the whole or any part of tile com­ 
bined production. 
"From the foregoing, it will be noted th at up to 
the present tim e the local m arketing conditions of 
the San .Joaquin Valley oil produced by independeet 
has been no decline in prospecting at all; it may be 
operators have only been slightly improved by the 
true that a few of the states have been neglected 
organization of the Producers’ T ransportation Com- 
for other newer or more favored fields; but on the 
whole, when they are all added up, it will be found 
that there are really more men engaged in locking 
for mineral today than there has been for years 
or at least since those who now berate the honorable 
calling of the prospector have been out of short 
pants. It is not that there is a shortage of prospecting 
or of good prospects, but on the other baud. if there 
is any let-up in mining at all, it is due to other 
causes. 
"One of the causes, if we were called upon to ex­ 
press an opinion, is the lack of real mining men. 
Not that we are really adm itting that there is any 
let-up, but there are less of the old school of mining, 
those who swore by and at the prospector and his 
prospect, in the business today. 
In the old days 
the prospector could cash in his prospect for enough 
to get another grub-stake and be away on his jour­ 
ney looking for another. 
Those were the days of 
Tevis-O’Brien-Hearst-Haggin-Daly and dozens of oth­ 
ers, the days of individual mining. Every one of them 
left millions; every cent came out of the ground. 
E v ery cent of the great Clark fortune has been made 
in mining, and lie is about the last of the old school 
of great Dioneers left. 
"The sm art man of 
today, backed up by 
Mr. 
Yellowlegs referred to, 
wants the ore 
all blocked 
out, and cannot be induced to put his money into a 
prospect. 
That s one reason why so many good 
looking prospects are lying idle today. 
However, 
the prospector continues to do his annual assess­ 
i n g ' work, and let us hope he will be fortunate 
enough to uncover sufficient good quartz in this 
work that the “expert" 
will be able to 
discern the 
earmarks of an ore deposit so that he 
will he en­ 
abled to know' that it is a mineral claim at least 
and worthy of development into a mine. 
“We have but little patience with the city mining 
engineer wiio decries the decline in prospecting or 
the industry. 
Our advice to him would be to get 
out into the field and knock his knuckles against 
the rock, and with his superior knowledge of forma­ 
tion and ore deposition, where mineral is and where 
it is not. or where he thinks it ought to be. it should 
be an easy m atter for him to uncover the hidden 
wealth, as well as become independent as nearly 
every one of Hie old tim ers did in the early days. 
Let him secure a grub stake as do the prospectors; 
this ought to be an easy m atter; certainly there 
are people who have confidence in his integrity or 
ability to stake him for 6 months or a year? 
W ith 
20 or IOO of such men in the field, certainly something 
could be accomplished by them. Try it, Mr. Yellow- 
legs.”

would be improved had they been able at the outset 
to build their own pipe line and operate it to their 
mutual benefit.”

Wage Payments Act Invalid 
The wage payment law' enacted In 1911 entitled 
"An act providing for payment of wages" has been 
declared unconstitutional by the D istrict Court of 
Appeals in San Francisco. 
The court found the law 
unconstitutional because its enforcement may result 
in imprisonment for debt. Imprisonment is not named 
in the penalty’s provides, but im prisonment is a 
legal sequel of any misdemeanor, and as a conse­ 
quence imprisonments for debt actually have re­ 
sulted. 
The test case was brought by A rthur Crane, an 
attorney, sued by Ellen Ballard, his stenographer, 
for $30 wages. 
He was arrested, but applied for a 
w rit of habeas corpus. 
In issuing the writ the court 
declared the statute invalid. 
"I shall be the last man in the United States to 
be imprisoned for debt," was the statem ent of Crane 
on receiving his release.
